Another 
is an employse of the Consulate who bears the name 
of Lemmbler and who speaks Russian having previously 
served in the Consular service at Viladivostock. 

Their activities, as far as can be gathered 
from reports received, have been directed to 
Eastern Siberia, particularly Viadvostook and 
numbers of Russian speaking men and women who 
incidentally do a big trade in mmiggli opium 
are said to travel from Shanghai in that direction 
in their interests. 

Voretzech, after he left Hongkong, travelled 
for sometime in company with a Chinese in the 
southern part of Chifen ere he appeared at Shanghai. 
He is about 45 years of age, of medium build; has 
reddish hair and is at present wearing a moustache 
which makes his appearance look very different 
from that of the photograph. .

There appear to be a great many Chinese 
in the German Consulate who are engaged in 
translation and clerical work bet-we do not know 
whether this is for the Hsieh Ho Paott-for on 
account of other papers destined for sirculation 
in other provinces of this country.
